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REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  BOARD 

For  tlie  Year  Ending*  February  15,  1914. 


In  again  presenting  our  annual  report  of  the  schools  in 
town,  it  is  difficult  to  know  what  to  say  which  shall  assist  the 
people  to  improve  our  schools,  or  to  say  it  in  a  way  to  arouse 
more  interest  in  them.  All  these  things  have  been  said  so  much 
better  than  we  can  say  them  in  years  gone  by. 

We  would  commend  all  efforts  which  parents  and  others 
have  made  to  assist,  either  teachers  or  school  board. 

The  attendance  usually  has  been  good.  In  District  No.  2  only 
two  tardy  marks  mar  the  pages  of  the  register;  we  wish  those 
were  not  there,  but  the  record  is  so  much  better  in  this  respect 
than  usual  that  we  desire  to  thank  the  parents  for  their 
interest.  No  doubt  we  have  all  been  brought  up  Avith  the 
adage.  "Time  is  money,"  dinned  into  our  ears,  but  I  fear  we 
hardl}^  realize  the  importance  of  drilling  the  next  generations 
to  habits  of  punctuality. 

Better  a  boy  be  drilled  for  a  minute  man,  at  his  work  on 
time,  than  be  the  best  grammarian  in  the  county.  The  success- 
ful men  and  women,  the  ones  that  are  wanted,  are  the  ones  who 
•  are  on  time.  Four  schools  have  been  in  session,  four  pupils  sent 
to  Gilsum. 

Owing  to  the  fact  that  the  school  board  has  been  expected 
to  make  bricks  without  much  straw,  the  children  have  not  had 
as  much  school  as  we  wish. 

In  the  years  1912  and  1913  not  enough  money,  by  taxation, 
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was  raised  to  enable  the  town  to  draw  any  state  aid,  even  the 
rebate  for  high  school  tuition  was  forfeited.  Two  teachers 
holding  state  certificates  w^ere  employed  last  fall,  which  would 
have  enabled  the  town  to  draw  $2.00  each  per  week  toward 
their  salaries  if  we  had  been  entitled  to  other  aid,  all  of  which 
would  have  lengthened  the  schools  throughout  the  town  very 
much.  We  tried  to  spend  the  money  to  the  best  advantage 
possible  for  the  children,  and  now  it  is  your  duty,  parents  and 
voters,  to  say  how  much  school  you  wish  or  think  best  to  have. 
Remember  wages  have  advanced  and  supplies  all  cost  money. 

New  books  are  needed  in  all  the  schools.  In  some  cases  it 
would  be  well  to  replace  those  in  use  with  more  modern  ones. 
As  new  geographies  have  been  required,  we  have  purchased  the 
Natural  geographies,  the  same  as  used  in  Keene. 

Extensive  repairs  on  the  school  house  in  District  No.  2  are 
very  necessary,  and  when  they  have  been  made,  we  hope  the 
children  will  be  taught  to  use  it  carefully  and  take  pride  in 
having  a  neat  school  room  and  yard;  this  must  be  taught  at 
home  for  the  most  part. 

The  registers  show  a  better  degree  of  interest  in  the  schools 
as  represented  by  the  number  of  visitors — this  is  well  and  we 
hope  it  will  continue.

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SCHOOL  REPORT. 


'i'o  the  parents  and  citizens  of  the  town  of  Sullivan : 

In  compliance  with  the  law  of  the  state,  your  school  board 
submits  its  annual  report  of  the  condition  and  work  that  has 
been  done  the  past  year  for  your  consideration.  The  work  of 
education  is  one  in  which  all  are  concerned,  and  for  which  all 
are  taxed.  Consecjuently  all  have  something  to  do  towards  ele- 
vating the  standard  of  our  common  schools.  It  is  to  the  chil- 
dren of  today  that  all  the  interests  of  our  country  are  soon  to 
be  committed.  They  are  to  accept  the  duties  and  assume  the 
responsibilities  of  citizens;  they  are  to  have  the  honors  of  the 
state,  her  material' prosperity,  her  institutions,  civil,  political, 
educational,  religious  and  charitable,  all  in  their  hands.  The 
laws  that  are  to  govern  us  they  v/ill  enact.  With  just  such 
preparation  as  our  common  schools  afford  will  the  vast  major- 
ity of  our  children  take  upon  themselves  these  important  trusts. 
In  most  of  our  schools  excellent  order  has  been  maintained, 
while  others  failed  more  or  less,  either  for  want  of  tact  or  from 
some  erroneous  opinion  in  regard  to  school  discipline.  ''Order 
is  Heaven's  first  law,"  and  we  consider  it  an  indispensable  part 
of  the  education  of  our  children  to  form  habits  of  order,  system, 
courtesy  and  self-control  in  the  schoolroom.  Your  committee 
does  not  believe  any  parent,  stopping  to  give  it  a  second 
thought,  will,  by  word  or  action,  countenance  disobedience  or 
disrespect  to  the  rules  of  the  teacher.  Therefore,  let  us  not 
only  approve  of,  Init  insist,  that  our  children  obey  all  reason- 
al)le  requirements  of  the  school.    Another  thing  which  is  very

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detrimental  to  the  success  of  a  school  is  irregular  attendance. 
Ii  we  wish  our  children  to  receive  the  largest  benefit  from  at- 
tending school,  let  us  use  all  possible  means  to  have  them  there 
every  day,  and  at  the  commencement  of  every  session,  for  it 
will  not  only  teach  them  to  be  punctual,  but  will  guard  against 
the  loss  of  a  lesson.  In  conclusion,  we  extend  our  thanks  to  all 
who  have  assisted  us  in  our  work.
